The facts that are 
known are that the animals begin to 
httve sore eyes; that they wrow worse 
aud worse; a watery discharge sots 
ia and finally the eye runs out and 
tho brute becomes totally blind. The 
barbed-wire theory has been explod- 
ed, from the fact that the disease is 
contagions, and is extending until it 
has reached Petersburg, and some 
other localities. It' is, by some, at- 
tributed to the heat, and by others 
to noxious .weeds. But if it were 
either of these causes it would not 
ba contagious. If it keeps en it 


' will be a serious drawback to tho

met at the latter place by grain 
which has subsequently been trans 
ported for less, or rire m:-nt, if he ha 
bought grain at Chicago on the ex 
pectation of having it shipped at 15c 
and h'nds the rate advanced before 
shipment is made, he meets anotho 
loss. These rapid fluctuations re 
duco tho shipping business to th 
basis of gambling, and there is 
grave suspicion that, under favor o 
the railway managers, even this gam 
bling is done by some of the partic 
pants with marked cards. The sus 
picion also extends to tho belief tha 
the changes of rates are used by. in 
side parties for making money, at th 
big game in Wall street—a suspic 
ion which h'nds its corroboratiore i

. These points represent some of the 
loading railway abuses of the day, b 
the abolition of which, measures fo 
railway reform should be directec 
They can never be wholly done awa 
with until competition is allowed fu 
sway in the railway business. Mi 
Fink's idea of wiping out cornpet: 
tion altogether, is not iu the direc 
tion of reform, but in that of perpei 
uating some of tho worst abuses 
But when competition is made 
free upon tho railway as it is upon 
tho hikes, rivers and canals, thon 
these abuses will be fully healed 
When any one can own an erigiu 
aud cars, and carry freight on th 
railways with about tho same invest 
inent of capitol ns is now required tt 
carry it upon tho lakes and rivers 
the power of railway presidents t 
put rates up and down will be. at ai 
end.

Ciwrira Dudley Warner. 


[Boston Henld,] 


Mr. Warner is a Massachusetts boy 


and was born in Phunfield, Hampshire 
County, on September 12, 1829. Plain 
field is a dull; hill town, high up above 
the sea level. Mr. Cliadwick gives us 
o charming description of the region 
ia summer, in hit article on Western 
Massachusetts in Harper's Monthly 
But the snow liee there umneltcd for 
nearly six months in the year, and 
the icy blasts sweep over the exposed 
plateau with unbroken fury. 


Mr. Warner has no friendly recol 


lection of its bleak winters, and he 
recalls them with a shiver. His father 
died when he was 5 years old, and he 
lived in Plainfield with his mother until 
lie was 13, attending the district school 
in the neighboring town of Charlemont. 


In 1842 they removed to Cazeriovia, 


n Central New York. Here he had 
Mtter educational opportunities, attend- 
ing the Oneida Conference Seminary for 
leveral terms, and thence going to 
Hamilton College, where he was grad- 
uated iu 1851, the author of the English 
prize essay of that year. 


While a student he contributed to 


he Knickerbocker, and afterward to 
he early issues of Putnam's Magazine. 
In 1859 he prepared u "Book of; Elo- 
quence" for a publishing firtn at Caze- 
novia. He went West soon after this, 
ntending to live a literary life there. 
He was to take charge of a monthly 
nagazine »t Detroit, but the publisher 
ailed. 
He then joined a surveying 


>arty ou the Missouri frontier, : alter 
vhich he returned East. 


He spent several months iu New 


York, studyiug law and engaged in 
iterary work tit the Astor Library. 
He went to Chicago, where foe prac- 
iced law until 1860, when he became 
assistant editor of the Hartford- Press, 
an evening paper, the next year. On 
he breaking out of the war he as- 
umed control of the paper. 
At the 


beginning of 1807 the Press was con- 
solidated with the Courant. 


Mr. Warner is an easy, graceful 
, 


speaker, alike happy on social and po- 
litical occasions. 


Mr. Warner was married in 1856 to 


Miss Susan S. Lee, the daughter of 
William Elliott Lee, of New York. In 
appearance Mr. Waruer ia of medium 
bight. 
He has a reflective cast of 


countenance. His features are thought- 
ful, refined and full of character; 
His 


thick hair and unshaven beard are 
wmewhat gray, but he looks decidedly 
under 50 years of age. 


How «;iiurch^rrowcr docks Are 


Wound. 


The oldest tower-clock in New York 


is in St. Paul's steeple. It was made in 
1778, by John Thwait, of London. The 
clock in St. John's Church was put iu the 
tower in 1812. The Trinity clock was 
placed iu its lofty station, 200 feet from 
the pavement, in 1846, by James Rogers. 


In dry weather this clock runs well; 


but in damp chilly weather, it sometimes 
stops, owing to the precipitation of 
moisture on the wheels. Originally two 
men were required to wind it, each of 
the three 1,500-Dound weights having to 
be lifted over fifty feet. Some time ago 
the winding gear was changed 80 that 
one man can now wind it. 


Describing the operation of winding, 


the clock-keeper said: "The crank is 
about twenty inches long, and when I 
turn it around I make a sweep of thirty 
inches. It's a good deal harder than 
turning a grindstone, but the machine 
has a ratchet, so that I can stop and rest 
when I want to. The crank has to be 
turned 750 times to turn the barrel twen- 
ty-one times. 
Around the barrel is 


wound the wire rope that holds the 1,500- 
pound weight. 


The weight is simply a box with pieces 


of iron iu it. That is very nld-fushioncd. 
Now we have iron weights so modeled 
that they<;an be added to or subtracted 
from, and the weight can be graded to a 
nicety. A new wire rope was put to the 
chimes weight the other day, The rope 
is what is called the tiller rope, and is 
280 feet long' aud three-quarters of an 
inch thick. It takes me an hour and a 
half to wind up 'the clock." 


St. Paul's clock has a single back gear 


and two weights of 1,000 pounds each. 
It takes three-quarters of an hour to wind 
it. St. John's clock is wound iu leas than 
an hour; while the modern clock of St. 
George's, in charge of the same keeper, 
is wound in fif t«ea miuute*.

The Care ol Matches in ttic 


Houbchold. 


[American Agriculturist.]]

When you take no interest and 


everything" require more strict enforce- 
ment than in the care of matches. What 
are known as "parlor matches" light 
more readily, and are as much more 
dangerous than the common matches as 
they are more convenient. 


The general stock should be kept in a 


tin box, which is not to be opened or 
taken from, except by the master ot 
mistress of the house. From each room 
where matches are used there should be a 
metal match-safe of some kind, and the 
matches are to be .kept in that and no- 
wherej^else. It should be regarded as a 
•erious offense for a match to. be any- 
where or for ever so short a time found 
"lying around loose." 


In the..kitchen and the bed room, OT 


where ever else matches are in frequent 
use, it is better to have the match-safe 
fixed and always in the same place BO 
that it can be found, if need be, in the 
dark. In taking matches from the larger 
box to replenish the safes, let that always 
be done oy one person, and it will pay 
for that person to look over the matches 
at the time, • throwing away all broken 
ones, and where, as is often the case, 
two or more are stuck together by the 
explosive mixture, these should be care- 
fully broken apart, and, unless two good 
matches are the resultj rather than put 
into the safe, one with too little and 
the other with a ragged excess of the 
mixture, throw both away. 


Also throw into the fire those matches 


that have two or three times as much 
of the mixture on the ends as they 
should have. These, ia Slighting, often 
explode, and scatter burning particles 
in a dangerous manner. If, in light- 
ing a match, day or night, it breaks, 
or the explosive end comes off without 
lighting, do nothing else tmtil that 
end is found, and put it into the fire 
where it can do no harm. In fact, treat 
matches, every match—as if it were—as 


capable of dangerous
